Washington, Aug. 6.—The war tax bill finally revised to meet lat- 
est estimutch, was favorably reported today by the senate finance com 
mittee. It proposes to raise $2,006,970,000 by taxation.

000,000 in new taxes. No provision 
for additional bonds to be consid- 
ered later by the bouse are made 
in the senate bill.

UTiero Weight Lies. 


Most of the next taxes proposed un- 
der the revised bill ror war expenses 
of the present fiscal year would come 
from Incomes, war excess profits, liquor 
and tobacco taxes. The revised senate 
bill strikes out the retroactive tax upon 
last year's incomes but principally by 
increasing: surtaxes on wealthy persons 
.ind by doubling the normal tax on cor- 
porations, proposes to raise $77,000,- 
OOO in addition to the $330,000,000 se- 
cured from incomes. 
It proposes a 
levy of $562,000,000 on war profits and 
extends the tax to the individual in 
trade of business as well as corpora- 
tions. 
The tax on distilled spirits of 
$100,000,000 is raised to $135,000,000, 
that on beer from $37,500,000 to $46,- 
000,000 and that on wines from $6,000,- 
000 to $21,000,000. 
A prohibitive tax 
on further manufacture or importation 
of distilled beverages also is provided.

Approximately 24 Per Cent of Men 
Examined Likely Candidates 
For National Army, 


SECOi DISICI TO CALL LOQO MOI 


Fort Wayne buckled down in earnest Monday in the "work of ex- 
amining candidate.s for the first conscription army of the United 
States. 
All three city boards and the county board examined the 
younfr men Monday morning. 


Of the number of men who "vvere 
examined up until noon in all the 
foiu- districts only twenty-six per- 
cent. of them are being rejected 
upon re-examination. 


Of the seventy-four per cent, of 
applicants who pass the test sixty- 
five per cent, are claiming exemp- 
tion. 


The 35 per cent of men who there- 
fore have passed the test and 
have 
waived exemption are the sure candi- 
dates for the conscription army. 


The number of men who will with- 
out a doubt be called into army service 
are practically 24 per cent of the total 
number of men examined. 
This will 
make it necessary for the boards to 
call in approximately four times as 
many men as the district is supposed 
to furnish. 
District No. 2 expects to 
send notices to 1,000 men. 


The districts are a^ked to furnish 
the following number of men: 
Dis- 
trict No. 1, 121 men; District No. 2, 
107 men; District No. 3, 153 men. and 
the county. 113 men. 
By multiplying 
these figures by four, any likely can- 
didate for call can figure whether he 
is liable to be called in on the first draft 
or not. 


The examining boards in the four 
districts are meeting in the following 
places: 
District No. 1, Elks temple; 
District No. 2, Harmar school; District 
No. 3, Hoagland school; county 
dis- 
trict, grand jury room, third floor of 
the Allen county court house. 


Some Do Not Rejiort. 


In each of the four districts in the 
county it is reported tiiat a few men 
who have been .summoned have not 
reported as asked by the board. 
Ac- 
cording to the law any man who is no- 
tified to appear for examination and 
fails to will be regarded as selected. 
If he fails to appear then when the 
call 
for service 
comes 
he will 
be 
termed a deserter and a deserter's fate 
in war time means a sentence to a fed- 
eral prison. 


It is thought, howver, that the ma- 
jority and perhaps all of those who 
have been requested to appear for ex- 
amination have enlisted in the regu- 
lar army. 
Work of checking up these 
men will be begun at once, say the 
chairmen of the respective boards. 


Run 8hy on Blank.s. 


All three boards in the city ran shy 
on examination blanks Monday morn- 
ing. 
All three of them kept up the 
work until noon by making out blanks 
on the typewriter. 
A hurried order for 
1,000 of the blanks was sent to Cleary

There Avill be set up, of course, "all proper 
déféúses" for Mrs. Bianca DeSaulles, who slew 
lifer ioniier husband, John Longer DeSaulles, 
in his time famous as a Yale football player 
and later paining some prominence in eastern 
politics and divorce courts. 
Already several 
lines for justification or

of

beautiful Chilean woman's mad and bloody 
deed have been indicated. 
Insanity suggests 
itself as the readiest and best-tested of them 
and it appears to have been embraced without 
loss of time. 


But there is something to be said, it may be 
discerned, for the memory of the woman's 
slain spouse. 
He was not without occasion 
against tlie lady whose love he disappointed 
and whose life he made a wreck of. Mr. De- 
Saulles, it appears, had been cheated. 
The

beauty, 
whose 
putative

not rich at all. instead of having yoked iiis | 
fate with untold millions, DeSaulles had spent 
his time and liis own not too abundant casli 
pursuing and wooing a woman whose pros- 
pects vrere no greater than half the women to 
be met on a iiot afternoon at any bathing 
beach on the Jersey coast. 
Having found 
that thf most "'beautiful Avonian in the world" 
was not the daughter of IMidas, the American 
a'tlilcte took his wrongs <.lee])ly to heart, nour- 
iShetl his bitter occasion and cherished resent- 
ment. 
lie souglit ]u'j)v':>nthe on Broadvca\', 
where nejicntlie is most readily to be had iuid ! 
—the rest is the usual stoiy. 
.Mrs. DeSaulles! 
stood it for aAvhile ajid then .got a divorce ! 
TJiat gave Mr. DeSaulles his freedom, but it 
could j]ot reconstruct a life tliat had been 
cheated of money in dreamed-of bales. 
Mr. 
Ü-eSaulles could not forget nor could he let 
iiis divorced wife forget. So quarrels that led 
to the courts Avere continued until the wronged 
wife went crazy with excess of Latin temper. 


It Avill become another celebrated case to 
take its place in the annals of wronged and 
murdet-ing women along with others of ancient 
and modern times. The unfortunate Mr. De- 
Saulles Vi ill not be on hand to make a defense 
of his good name and to bare his own bleeding- 
heart and ex])Ose his own disappointments 
and wrongs at the hands of a woman vho was 
tííkon to the embrace of his affections in the 
belief that she was bringing wealth untold 
and all its guilded easements into the life of 
¿I poor but eminent Amercian young man, who 
wanted what was coming to him and merely 
"got strong" with the lady when he found he 
was not to have it. 


The moral of it is, of course, that Chilean 
beauties and all others should be sure of their 
heirship before permitting American football 
pjayers or impecunious celebrities of any sort 
or country to pursue them with grand pas- 
sion over two or three continents and half 
around the world to make them and their 
pjL-ospects their own to have and to hold. Still, 
nbtwitlistanding all that Mr. DeSaulles must 
have gone tlirough in the matter of blighted 
hopes and necessity to rustle liis own bacon 
and eggs, we do not doubt that Mrs. DeSaulles 
v;i]I be able through the interventions of com- 
petent lawyers to make out a sufficient ease of 
dementia. The history of American jurispru- 
dence offers a fine train of precedents upon 
which to build the hope and out of which to 
construct the defense. There is the rational 
misgiving that the affair will have to be made 
public, but there is the counteraction that the 
world is at war, which is likely to prove a 
]Lisefulness in more respects than in merely 
making the world safe for democracy. 


obtaining a square deal for their city and its 
soldiers and fair treatment for Captain Clark 
and recognition of his desire to serve his 
country in the place where he would seem to 
be best fitted to serve, may pitch in and Jielp 
themselves to their choice of these reasons.

That is a clumsy excusc at best 
and made more so by the floundering and w^al- 
lowing Adjutant General Smith engages in 
when he attempts in one breath to say he has 
wanted Clark all the time and tried to get him 
and in the next breath says he is not a man of 
capable talents and education for a battery 
commander. 


We hope this matter will not l)e allowed by 
Fort Wayne people to rest, but that it will be 
appealed to the war department, 
AVe do not 
believe that there is any patriotic obligation 
of this city to lie quietly under the insolence 
of General Smith's aspersion that Port Wayne 
cannot produce men fit to be officers. If the 
policy of the military department of Indiana is 
to be continued as it has been pursued for the 
past month or two and specially as respects 
Fort Wayne and Fort Wayne soldiers, the 
sooner that is understood here the better. Fort 
Wayne has done and is doing her duty in all 
that relates to the national crisis and we do 
not believe there will be the least recession 
from that duty, but it ought to be that Fort 
Wayne can off'er her duty without eliciting 
insolence, insult and suffering by prejudice of 
politics or other narrow concerns. 


Again we say that the case of Captain Clark 
should be taken to the war department. 
Let 
him be judged fairly upon his merits as a 
gentleman and an officer. The day is not so 
long gone when the Indiana national guard 
felt that his service ornamented it.

The trouble in the ncAv state of the south- 
west lies almost v.-h oily with an extremely 
miserable class of tenant farmers, long embit- 
tered by squalid poverty and sordid opi)res- 
sion, who have been joined by some half-breed 
liidians and a sprinkling of negroes. 
Alto- 
get lier they have made up considerable mo])s 
of ignorant and simple-minded persons who 
Avere easily seduced by absurd schemes for 
starting a revolution, seizing the laud 
and 
making v,'ealth and ease the portion of all. No 
doubt enemy agents have not been slow to as- 
sist this grotesque propaganda, but it may 
very well have all come about entirely free 
from any such sinister interventions. 
With 
«lasses of people of that sort it is no difficult 
nuitter to start impossible social and political 
movements. 


The real state of the case is that the draft 
is proceeding with fine order and absence of 
trouble. It is an example to the whole people 
that a radical departure from all the usages 
and precedents of the government in levying 
troops has been accepted with such a ready 
acquiesence is proceeding without friction or 
disturbance. 
The sporadic outbreaks, due to 
squalid ignorance and prejudice or fomented 
by irresponsible agitators or stirred up by ene- 
my agents, in no wise and to no extent gain- 
say that the plan of selective conscription is 
proving itself thoroughly.

The first ship in that famous bridge 
of ships which the United States Is to 
build across the Atlantic to defeat the 
German U-boat campaign will be com- 
pleted in November of this year. 


A few more will be completed in 
December of this year and 
January 
and Feburary of 1918. The great bulk 
of those contracted for will come in 
the spring and summer of 1918. 


So It turns out that 
while 
Major 
General Goethals and William 
Den- 
man were having their 
controversy, 
which resulted in their both getting 
out, work was nevertheless 
actually 
being done on the shipbuilding pro- 
gram. 


Here are the facts as they stand 
today: 


Contracts 
for 353 ships of all kinds 
have actually been signed, sealed and 
delivered and work on many of these 
is being pushed. 


Contracts for 115 more ships of all 
kinds are in complete shape, save for 
the final signatures, which will come 
very shortly. 


And here are the kinds of ships pro- 
vided for in these contracts: 


Seventy-seven are steel ships whose 
tonnage ranges from 5,000 to 9.400. 


Forty-eight are composite wood and 
steel ships, whoso 
tonnage 
averages 
3,500. 


The balance are wooden ships whose 
tonnage is 3,500. 


One hundred and ten ships of all 
kinds have been corktracted for on the 
Pacific coast. 


One hundred and sixtysix ships have 
been contracted for in the south. 


The lumber men of the south were 
one cause for a slowing up in ship- 
building. 
They were under pledge to 
furnish lumber at an average price of 
$35 per thou.sand feet. 
Of the 
first 
100 ships, lumber has been provided 
for only 63. 


The result is the other day Chair- 
man E. N. Hurley, of the shipping 
board, and Read Admiral Capps, gen- 
eral manager of the emergency

"SHOCK UNITS" IN WAR. 


(Grand Rapids Press.) 


The use of "shock" units by the 
German 
armies is not in itself 
an 
evidence of weakened manpower be- 
cause the English armies in Franco 
are doing the same thing. 
It is the 
German method of organization that 
indicates a lower standard of 
fighting 
strengrth in the kaiser's armies. 


The 
"shock" 
units are bodies of 
picked men employed to do a particu- 
larly difficult and hazardous piece of 
fighting. 
The English plan Is to hara 
one or more of these units with each 
battalion or regiment. 
The best men 
of each company 
are picked 
for a 
place In it. 
The method of selection 
might be compared to that used in or- 
ganizing a college football team where 
men from all classes and departments 
compete. 
. 
The German pl^in, presumably be- 
cHUf^e of inferior 
material in many 
sections of the line, is to move the 
"shock" units from one place to an- 
otlier 
as they 
are 
needed. 
Thus a 
Bavarian rey:iment might be forced to 
undergo tho humiliation of having a 
Prussian "shock" unit take a section 
of trench and then turn it over to 
the Bavarians to hold. 


Pride and competition are imporii 
ant factors, even in the grim business 
of war. 
A regiment that 
has 
the 
proper morale wants to take care oi 
Its own little 
fighting 
front without 
outside interference. 


The English have found that it ii 
much easier to counter-attack and re- 
gain 
trenchcs that 
have been 
cap- 
tured by "shock" units and held by 
other troops 
than it is 
to 
retake 
ground won by the opposing regiment 
Itself.

yet unpaid." 


"Didn't I'rance have to pay a big 
indemnity in her war with Prussia?"

"Yes," said Uncle Harry, "she had 
to g¡^•e up Alsace and J^orraine to the 
Germans, for t h e Kmpire of Germany 
v.'as t h e n formed and the emperor had 
been crownetJ at Versailles.

HOW TO USE POTATOES 


IN MAKING OF BREAD 


The pressure of war conditions has 
brought to light the value of potatoes 
in bread making, both in England and 
America. 
As an economy in England 
potato flour was mixed with wheat and 
a peculiarly delicious bread 
resulted. 
In this country potato flour is not avail- 
able to the average housewife, and the 
United States department of agricul- 
ture has therefore devised recipes for 
the making of bread with simple, plain 
boiled potatoes mixed with the wheat 
flour. 


This bread is said to be not only a 
complete success from the 
economy 
standpoLnt, where potatoes are cheap 
and plentiful, but to supply an attrac- 
tive novelty in the household menu, and 
a welcome variation f r o m the 
usual 
bread monotony. 
It has a rich brown 
crust, is tender and elastic, and 
the 
flavor 
is preferred by 
many 
to 
the 
bread made wholly of wheat. 
It con- 
tains 
more 
moisture 
than 
ordinary 
bread, and therefore has longer keep- 
ing qualities. 


For the making of potato bread, at 
the pi-esent time, it is advisable to use 
the early perishable potatoes, since the 
later varieties are capable of storage 
until spring. 
"Culls" also may be so 
used.

STRAIGHT DOUGH METHOD. 


To Slake Four Ono-Pound Loaves. 


3 
pounds boiled and peeled potatoes 


2 
pounds bread 
flour 


] '/3 level talilespoons salt 
3 
level tablespoons sugar 
2 
cukes compressed yeast 


4 
tablespoons water. 


Wash thorotighly and boil in their 
skins about 12 potatoes of medium size. 
Cook them until they are very tender. 
Drain, peel and mash them while hot, 
being careful to leave no lumps. 
Al- 
low the mashed potato to cool to 86 
degres F. or until lukewarm. 
To 3 
pounds (5 solidly packed 
pint cup- 
fuls) of the mashed potato, add 
the 
yeast, which has been rubbed smooth 
in a cup with 3 tablespoonfuls of luke- 
warm water. 
To 
get 
all the 
yeast, 
rinse the cup with the remaining table- 
.spoonful of water and add this also to 
the potato. 
Next add the salt, the su- 
gar and about 4 ounces of the flour (1 
scant half-pint of sifted 
flour). 
Mix 
thoroughly with the hand, but do not 
add-any more water at this stage. 


Cover the mixing bowl to avoid the 
formation of a crust on top and place 
out of the way of drafts to rise, where 
the temperature can not fall below 80 
degrees F'., or be much higher 
than 
88 degrees F. 
Where the housewife 
has no thermometer she 
should 
see 
that the dough in all the risings is kept 
moderately warm, but not up to blood 
heat. 
Any water used in mixing the 
dough should be moderately warm, but 
by no means hot. 
This sponge, if kept 
at 
the 
proper 
temperature, 
should, 
after two hours, become quite light. 


To this well-risen sponge, which now 
will be found to be quite soft, add the 
remainder of the fiour, kneading thor- 
oughly until a smooth and elastic dough 
has been formed. 
The dough must be 
very stiff, since the boiled potato con- 
tains a large amount of water which 
causes the dough to soften as it rises. 
Do not add water to the dough unless 
it is absolutely necessary to work in 
the 
flour. 
Set the dough back to rise 
again—temperature 
at about 
86 de- 
grees F.—until it has trebled in volume, 
which will require another hour or two 
Then divide the dough into four ap- 
proximately equal parts, reserving a 
tiny lump weighing 2 or 3 ounces for 
an "indicator." 
Shape the sample into 
a ball and press it into the bottom of a 


small tumbler with straight sides. 
The 
glass should be slightly warmed. 
Note 
the volume of the ball of dough in the 
tumbler and m a r k the glass at twice 
this volume. 


Mold the four portions into loaves 
and place in greased pans which have 
been slightly warmed. 
Place the glass 
containing the "indicator" beside the 
pans and let all rise, under proper tem- 
perature. until the "indicator" shows 
that it has doubled in volume. 
Then 
place the loaves in the oven and bake 
in a good, steady heat (400 degrees to 
425 degrees F.) for 45 minutes. 


To Test Oven. 
Where no oven ther- 
mometer is at hand, a convenient test 
will be" to put a teaspoonful of flour in 
an earthen dish in the oven. 
If this 
flour 
becomes 
light 
brown 
evenly 
throughout in 5 minutes' time, the oven 
is right for bread baking. 
If the flour 
scorches in that time, the oven is too 
hot.

8 ounces of boiled and peeled potatoes. 
6 ounces of sifted 
flour». 
1-3 cake of compressed yea.st. 
% le\'el teaspoonful of salt. 
2 tablespoonfuls of lukewarm 
water. 
2 tablespoonfuls of sugar. 
2 tablespoonfuls of butter.

Although milk itself or cream may be 
used, it must be borne in mind that 
they will increase the liquid content. 


Boil, peel and mash the potatoes as 
directed for bread-making. 
Add, in 
order, to this the salt, the powdered 
milk 
(if 
used), 
the 
yeast 
rubbed 
smooth and mixed with the water, and 
lastly two tablespoonfuls of flour. Let 
this mixture stand at a 
temperature 
of about S() degrees Fahrenheit until 
the dough begins to collapse. 
Add to 
this sponge the butter, the sugar, and 
the remainder of the flour and, if nec- 
essary, enough more flour to make a 
very stiff dough. 
Knead 
thoroughly 
until a .smooth dough 
which 
is 
no 
longer sticky has been formed. 
Set 
back to rise again, and when the dough 
has trebled in volume, knead lightly, 
form Into small balls and place, not 
too close together, in greased 
pans. 
Allow to rise until double In volume, as 
shown by the "indicator," and bake 
twenty minutes in a moderately hot 
oven, at about 400 degrees Fahrenheit.

ing a n operation f o r prostratis, after 
which he was seized with Parkinson's 
paralysis, r shakiong palsy. 
T h e de- 
ceased wuld have been 73 years of age 
August 8. The news of his death was 
received in this city by B. L. McLallen, 
whose deceased wife, Mrs. Maxmillian 
McLallen, was a daughter of the de- 
ceased. 
A cousin, W. S. Nickey, also 
survives, residing in Columbia 
City. 
Mr. Nickey was wedded to Miss Orpha 
Mossman, of Whitley county, and she 
and the following children 
survive: 
William and Samuel, of Memphis, and 
Mrs. Alice Sanders, f Portland, Ore. A 
sister, Mrs. Samuel Pierce, of Allegan, 
Mich., also survives. 
During t h e last 
ten years Mr. Nickey was head of the 
Green Biver L u m b e r Co., of Memphis, 
one of the largest enterprises in the 
country. 
H e is said to have been t h e 
first person ever operated upon, west of 
the Alleghanies, for appendicitis. The 
operation was performed

years ago by Dr. George Stemen, of 
Fort Wayne, with ten other surgeons 
present.

Deputy Marshal Haggerty took Larson 
to the county jail where he waa de- 
tained until Monday morning, when a 
hearing, started in police court, de- 
vo!oi>ed the fact that Larson had not 
registered. 
He was then given over 
to federal authorities, who gave him a 
preliminary hearing. 
An affidavit was 
filed against Larson by Sheriff Georgs 
W. Gillie, charging him with attempt- 
ing to evade the draft law. 


Larson is about liD years of age and 
i;^ a Xorwegian. although he speaks 
English fluently. He was unable to give 
a good account of himself to the fed- 
eral authorities. 
He said that his res- 
idence WHS in this city but would not 
disclose where he came from, although 
it was learned that he had a brother, a 
prosperous farmer, in Illinois, whom 
the court has located. 
Larson is de- 
scribed as a person of good appearance 
and one whose ordinary actions wouW 
not attract suspicion.

United States com- 
missioner of the federal district court 
The affidavit against him charges an 
attempt to evade the draft law. but li 
is possible that a moi^ serious one may 
be brought against him if It is shown 
to be Justifiable by the evidence.

Isn't It-about time for the major leagu« 
presidents to wake up to the situation 
they are creating by the employment of 
incapable umpires? 


From practically every city around the 
circuit has. come criticism this year of the 
decisions of some of the imiplres in both 
leagues. 
Some of these have been so 
persistent that they deserve more than 
passing attention. 


Perhaps the most flagrant case this year 
Is that of "Lord" Byron. At least half a 
dozen times this year Byron has been in 
more or lees serious trouble. 


The famous McGraw Incident at Cin- 
cinnati a couple of months ago was the 
most notortous cas«.

Qraw was wrong in protesting the way 
he did when he left the field, but as an 
umpire Byron had the right to appeal to 
President Tener rather than make re- 
marks reflecting on McGraw's past.

have been conspicuous only by their ab- 
sence." 


Perhaps Ban Johnson and John K. Tener 
don't realize it, but baseball Is kept alive 
by the fans who sit In the grandstands 
and bleachers. 


The present-day baseball crowd has to 
be pretty mad before it will throw pop 
bottles. In most cities it is pretty fair in 
its treatment of umpires of the Evans, 
O'Day or O'Loughlin type, who are known 
to be fair and who know what they are 
doing. 


But this same crowd will resent unfair 
umpiring and will deride incompetent um- 
piring.

To do this the St. Louis school author- 
ties will follow the lines that have been 
aiggested 
by those who have 
strongly 
U'lvocated 
a 
differentiation 
of 
school 
lludy along modern democratic lines. 
As 
( step in line with that policy, the new 
(chool, which will be inaugurated 
with 
!h.e opening of school in September, wiH 
frcvide for an 
intermediate school 
be- 
Kveen the high school and the g r a m m a r 
trades. 
As constituted in the past, the 
p a m m a r schools have maintained 
eight 
trades, requiring eight years, under nor- 
hal conditions, for a pupil to finish and 
»rcpare for the high school, 


The junior high school, so far as it can 
»e applied through the establishment of 
•rly one school as a test of the system, 
loiitemplates taking two years—the sev- 
irith and eighth grades—from the public 
ichool and the freshman year, or ninth 
rrade. from the high school, and consti- 
uting the Junior high school. 


Under this plan there will remain, m 
Ihose districts affected by the plan, a 
lix-year course In the grammar schools, 
liree in the junior high school, and three 
p the high school. 
In the number of

Educational work along the lines of the 
Junior hign school among

.Since that time the 
propaganda has been carried on by his 
successor. Dr. J. \V. Withers, with even 
n;oro fervor, if that has been possible. 


The 
idea 
on 
which 
the 
junior 
high 
ii'hool theory is based is especially 
ap- 
plicable to industrial centers, 
but it is 
by no means confined to those 
comers. 
hul 
since all of tiie larger cities are in- 
dustrial 
centers, 
the 
plans 
worked 
oat 
have been in contemplation of intiustiuil 
concitions. 
it means to build up a con- 
dition in consonance with the growth ol 
the normal child, to supplement the de- 
sires of the child allecting his after life 
lather than to force him to accept a cur- 
liculum whether or not it appeals to him. 


Dr. Withers, taking the same view of 
the m a t t e r that has been taken by lead- 
ir;i, educators 
throughout 
America 
and 
Furope, believes that the public schools 
should 
provide 
an 
educational 
system 
tiiat goes along with the child and does 
nol run counter to him. 
it is not only 
conducive 
to 
greater 
interest 
in 
the 
school work, but It also, a s shown from 
the records in other cities that have tried 
out the plan, increases the length of the 
time t h a t a child will attend school. 


With the adolescent period, from 12 t i 
11 years, the child's views change, and 
he begins thinking more of equipment for 
life work. 
Under the old system he has 
had no opportunity under which -he or 
sha might study with a view to specifi- 
cally fitting himself so as to better quali- 
fy for some vocation. 
The new arrange- 
ment will enable the child to think ex- 
actly »long the lines of preparation for 
life. 
It will enable him to find liJmself, 
and 
thereby 
better 
equip 
himself 
for 
v/crk before he leaves the public school. 
Tends to Eliminate Chasm. 


Under the educational and labor 
laws 
of most states, a child must remain In 
school until he is 14 years of age before 
he can go out for work. 
In some it Is 
16. 
This is about the age when the vast 
majority of them in the past have com- 
pleted the grade schools, and with that 
change from the lower to the high school 
there has been an unsettlement in 
the 
mind of the child. 
He is at the age that

study had been so arranged as to appeal 
to the child rather than to create 
the 
chasm between the two branches of the 
school 
system. 


The 
Junior 
high 
.school 
plan 
is 
ex- 
plained on the basis that if the child Is 
in'.erested in the intermediate work be- 
fore the time arrives for him to change 
schools, he will not leave when he has 
completed the eighth grade, but will con- 
tinue 
at 
least 
until 
the 
jut-lo 
high 
school 
course Is completed. 
That 
will 
give him one year more i>f work. 
But 
surveys made bv various educational cle- 
rartments throughout the country l^ave 
•hewn that the percentages of increase 
in attendance in the high schools, where 
the junior high school work ha.' been in- 
augurated, has been 
phenomenal. 


Almost without exception the child In- 
terested in work more to his liking, as a 
result of the Junior high school work, re- 
mains In school to the completion of the 
ninth year work to a larger degree than 
he did prior to the installation of 
the 
new system, 
A materially larger 
per- 
centage, also. Interested In the work, and 


missing the great change from the com- 
mon to the high school courses, 
enters 
the senior high school and continues th9 
lino of work started in the junior high 
school. 


In the latter school the boy or girl has 
an opportunity to find himself or her- 
self. 
There is an opportunity for voca- 
tional research, and the child Is able thus 
to experiment along lines that appeal to 
him similarly as those if he had to go 
to work. Then when he does leave schoi.l 
and go to work, he has broader funda- 
mental knowledge of the work In which 
he engages, and is thus able to 
make 
more rapid progress. 
At the same tima 
he has advanced 
in vocational 
knowl- 
edge, and also has acquired more of what 
the 
teachers call cultural 
knowledge. 


St. Louis' venture'is along the line of 
CAperlmentation. 
It will not be Inaugu- 
ri'ted throughout the city, but in certain 
districts 
where 
congested 
high 
school 
buildings make it imperative that some 
relief be afforded. 
At the same time thai 
the relief is afforded, through the pur- 
chase 
of grounds and school 
buildings 
which 
have 
been 
used 
for 
vocational 
work. It enabled Dr. Withers and 
the 
Board of Education to try out the plan 
tha; has been successful in Rochester, !n 
Cleveland, 
Boston, 
Columbus, and 
pos- 
siblj 100 other cities of the 
country. 


Willie 
complete 
statistics 
have

prepared as to the growth of the plan 


throughout 
the United States, 
through 
si'rveys 
made

the exact number of

a(li7>titig the plan cannot be determined. 
This is due to the conditions surrounding 
its inauguration. 


Home of the cities apply it In part, 
.«•ome try the experiment In connection 
with 
other school 
work, 
and 
without 
workinsr out a definite plan of w^ork, and 
also 
without 
fixing 
a 
harmonious 
ar- 
rangement so as to lessen the feeling in 
the pupil of the change from one branch 
of school to another. 
This latter work, 
among educators, 
is considered an 
Im- 
portant element because it removes from 
the mind or the child the suggestion of 
stop which he receives from the old plan 
of two branches. 
When this came at the 
timf of his change to adolescence. It pro- 
duced a greater desire in the boy and 
girl 
to 
leave 
off 
studies 
when 
they 
rcached the end of the common or grade 
school. 


The new plan. In the judgment of those 
v h o have studied the system, 
interests 
the child just before or Just as he ex- 
periences his physical development 
and 
Implants in his mind a greater Illustra- 
tion of the efficacy of education. 


In 
that 
way 
it 
is 
figured 
that 
not 
on'y will the average pupil In the lower 
branches remain in school for one or two 
years longer, but that the system 
will 
ba the incentive for a larger percentage 
ren alnlng until they have completed the 
entire high school course. 
It Is Intended 
that the vocational work in the junior 
high school shall be laid out so It will 
entice the pupil into extending his public 
school work. 


Every taxpayer in every city in 
the 
country Is interested in the new plan. 


Every parent, whether or not a 
tax- 
payer, is likewise interested, because on 
lt3 development 
depends 
the 
plan 
to 
chcnge the course of vocational training. 


Some educators have maintained 
that 
th<3 scheme of education in the country 
ha.s been one of opposition to the child. 
They also maintain that the change 
to 
make the educational work develop with 
the physical development of the boy and 
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girl will interest the pupil in the work. 
le;-\e better 
results for the same 
tfme 
devoted to school, and, as great as either, 
wili induce a larger number of them to 
roniain in .school a longer time than they 
otherwi.se would have done. 


The 
average 
boy and girl, 
educators 
maintain, 
want 
to apply themselves 
in 
experiment.^. 
They do not want to get 
all their knf)u-lodiie out of books. 
They 
feel that their ijersonality could be broad- 
ereO if they oniy hud opportunity to get 
out and study what will be their living 
later on in life. 
It docs not come 
to 
them in just that language, but that is 
the condu-s^iin ihey reach, 
nevertheless. 
L'.y providing 
the 
opportunity 
to 
"find 
thcmi;elves" 
wliile 
still 
in 
school, 
the 
proponents of the junior high school be- 
lieve that the incentive to the boy and 
girl Is provided. 


Dr, Wiiliers Cites Advantages. 


Advantages of the new plan have beea 
.set out by Dr. Withers, in what he has 
termed arguments in favor of the system. 
These ideas are based on (he work per- 
fotmod In othei cities of the country that 
h:iv< adopted the junior school idea. 
He 
Si' ys. 


" W h e n 
first 
established, 
the 
common 
school took over from the district school 
its work 
Intended 
originally 
for 
young 
men and women, but wholly unsulted for 
children. 
As a result, the school 
con- 
tinually worked against, in place of witti. 
nature. 
At a time when reason is d«- 
vcloping, the children are put to task at 
memory work, such as language 
study. 
When memory is active, the children are 
put at reasoning work. 


' The break between the grades and tha 
high school occurs in the worst possible 
point in the course. 
This is a period ot 
adolescence, vagaries and 
hallucinations. 
A fatal belief that the pupil has 
finished 
si.mething in completing the eighth grade 
aisures the maximum number of irrepar- 
able mistakes. 
If the pupil could be held 
in a familiar environment 
for 
a 
yea,' 
longer, such mistakes would be 
greatly 
reduced. 


"The junior high 
school e.vploits 
the 
various 
possible 
powers 
or 
aptitudes, 
leaving 
to 
the 
senior 
high 
school 
the 
function of especially preparing them for 
a definite pursuit or for definite continu- 
ation in higher Institutions. 


"The departmental organization 
helps 
to satisfy the inherent Impulse for move- 
ment. 
The passage of pupiUs from room 
to room, the changes in environment, the 
differences In voice, manner and methods 
of the several teachers, provide needed 
variation In school life. 


The Community Feeling. 


"The 
junior 
high 
school 
develops 
a 
greater cohesion of feeling than now ob- 
tains. 
With our present plan, studentij 
dribble Into the high school 
in 
small 
numbers and from many schools. 
They 
are wholly lacking in anything approach- 
ing a community feeling or a feeling of 
group responsibility." 


Not only every teacher and member of 
educational boards are interested In th? 
proposed change, but every boy and girl ot 
school age, and especially every parent, la 
interested, because it involves a change 
In the treatment of the pupil as well as 
increases the opportunity of the child to 
get hold of himself. 
The system will not 
accomplish the results of Itself. 
It will 
afford the opportunity, and go a great 
•wa> 
toward accomplishment. 
But 
the 
main thing is that the parent and the 
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child must realize the greater opportunity 
r.nd co-operate toward making it a suc- 
cess. 
It is a well-established fact that 
the 
greater 
co-operation 
between 
the 
school authorities and the p a r e n t s of a 
cc-mmunlty, the greater will be the ac- 
complishments In that community: 


Probably no better brief statement of 
the purposes of the junior high achool ha.>« 
been made than a digest by Dr. Withers 
from the annual report of Miilip W. Cox, 
f c j m e r superintendent of schools at Sol- 
va y. N. y. 


"The educativo process. If Intelligent, is 
the setting up of experiences and obtain- 
Ini," correct 
responses 
trom 
the 
pupils, 
such that they tend thereafter to react 
In similar situations in the way that ha« 
been found to be best for society and thé 
individual. 
These experiences are set up 
by the school organization, the content 
and method of the curriculum and by thè 
personality of the teacher. 


Education that Fits Child. 


"If. therefore, pupils differ In capaWI- 
it". in type of mental traits, in probable 
future vocations. In home and nelghor> 
hood environment and in responsivenea® 
to the more or less artificial school situ- 
ations, then It follows that the uniforw 
school 
curriculum, 
discipline 
and 
regi«, 
men Is not suited to 
all. 
The 
social, 
psychological and physiological 
charac- 
teristics of adolescence are so important 
that a special school organization is need- 
ed to care for them. 


"Investigations of the elimination of St 
to 70 per cent of the sixth grade groups 
before they enter high school show that 
the greatest single cause for dropping out 
of school is that children and parents ar» 
not convinced that the school Is worth 
while. 


•The school must give to each indivi- 
dual child the kind and amount of in- 
struction that best fits him, and he must 
be permitted to advance as rapidly as his 
development permits, and a s slowly as it 
renuires. 
Furthermore, the school must 
use only that subject m a t t e r and 
those 
piocesses that are socially valuable, an«l 
it must 
broaden and vivify the 
appre- 
ciative and cultural subjects of the cur- 
riculum, and furnish social situations în 
which the pupils may co-operate for som» 
worthy purpose. 


• This is very different from the IMM" 
tice in the older educational regime whlcft 
offers identical educational opportunlUes 
for all generally through the tenth grada. 
Ir Is so different that there is needed %

"We drove over twenty-five miles of 
dusty road in many places lined on 
both sides with golden lod and rag 
weed.

on a larceny charge, in Chicago, and 
on Oct. 21, 1916, he was convicted of 
hftuse breaking in Chicago and sen- 
tenced to six months' imprisonment, 
with an added fine of $100. He had 
been released from prison but a short 
time when he came to Fort Wayne 
and stole the meter.
